We hear by private Letters from Holland, by Thurfday’s 
Mail, that there are Advices, that the Dutch have prohi- 
bited the Importation of Wine, Brandy, Salt, and fome 
other Articles, from France ; and alfo have prohibited the 
making any Infurances on French Ships. 

By a Letter from Turin we have an Account of the 
Death of Leivtenant General ‘Thomas Wentworth, by 
which a Regiment of Light Horfe becomes vacant; and 
which we hear, will be prefented to the Right Honourable 
Lieutenant-General James Lord Tyrawly.

Letters from Porfmouth inform us, that the Court Mar- 
tial met on Monday laft, according to Adjournment, to 
hear Captain Fox's Defence ; but Admiral Chambers being 
indifpofed, the Court adjourned again to Wednefday \orn- 
ing, Nine o’Clock. 

On Tharfday the Court fat at St. Margaret’s Hill, for 
the Trial of the Rebels, where were prefent the Right Hon. 
Lord Chief Juttice Lee, the Hon, Mr. Juftice Wnght, and 
the Llon. Mr. Juftice Potter. 

JEneas, alias Angus Macdonald, late a Banker at Paris, 
and commonly called the Pretender’s Banker, was tried, 
and eight Witnefles were examined in Behalf of the Crown, 
Seamed whom faw him in the Rebel Army at feveral 
Places in Scotland, and at Carlifle, armed, and in a High- 
land Drefs. 

‘Then feve,al Witnefles were called for the Prifoner, one 
of whom proved him to be in France at the Age of Nine 
or Ten, and that he went to School at one of the French 
King's Colleges, and that he knew him there from the 
Year 1721 t0.1730. Other Witnefies prov'd him to be 
there feveral Years longer Some of his own Witn files faid 
they thought him to be a Scotchman, and the Priloner had 
no Witnels to prove that he was not a Subject of Great- 
Britain. One of the Witnefles faid, he was fuppofed to be 
Brother of Kinloch Moidart. 

‘The Prifener furrendered himfelf to Lieutenant-General 
Campbell in the North Welt of Scotland, on the 13th of 
May, foon after the Battle of Culloden, ‘There was the 
Commiflion of the French King produced, wherein the 
Prifoner was appointed his Commiflary in England and 
Scotland, The Jury, after withdrawing a few Minutes, 
found him guilty of the Indi¢tment. ‘Then the Prifoner 
delivered a Paper to the Jury, which being fed by 
them, the Foreman applied to the Court, and faid that he 

was diretted by the Jury, humbly to apply to the Court to 
recommend the Prifoner to his Majeity’s Mercy. 








And the Court adjourned to Friday the 18th Inftane, 


at Nine in the Morning, whenSentence will be prohounced 
on him, 

Thurfday at the Seffions in the Old Baily, 24 Prifoners 
were tried, three of whom were capitally convicted, viz. 
James Walker, for aflaulting James Figgins on the High- 
way, and robbing him of a Gold Watch ; William Ward- 
low, for affaulting Jofiah Rogerfon on the Highway, and 
robbing him of aSilver Watch ; and Elizabeth Taylor, for 
ftealing Goods of confiderable Value out of a Dwelling- 
Houfe. Ten were caft for Tranfportation, and eleven 
acquitted. 

A few Days ago an Excifeman was committed to New- 
gate by the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, for privately 
ttealing a Pound and a Half of fine Tea from Mr. Black- 
well’s, an eminent Druggift in Holborn. His Pocket 
was very neatly lin’d with Canvas for that Purpofe. 

Monday Morning early the Watchmen of Spital Fields 
Parifh feized three Men with Bags in their Hands, one of 
whom made his Efcape; but on fearching the Bags of the 
two other (whofe Names are John Simmonds and Patrick 
Murphy) three Children were found in them, fuppofed to 
be taken out of fome Church Yard for the ufe of the Sur- 
geons; and being carried before Juitice Quarrel, was 
by him committed to New Prifon. 

On Monday laft Mr. Robert Morrifs, of Friday-ftreet, 
Haberdather, going from Watlington to Henly upon 
Thames, was ftopt at a place called Fair-Mile near the 
lait mentioned place, by a Footpad, wo obliged him to 
difmount, and taking an Opportunity, mounted and rode 
off with his Mare, Bags, &c He wasa lufty young Fellow, 
about fix Foot high, appeared to be about 23 Years of Age, 
wore his own Hair, and had oa a brown Surtout Coat. 

We hear that the Waters are out fo much on the Nor- 
thern Road with the laft Snow and Rains, that Paflengers 
cannot travel in fome Parts of the Country. 

We have Advice from the Mediterranean, that the Fire 
which brok. out at the King’s Storehoufe at Port-Mahon, 
being a large Fabrick of 150 Feet in Length, had intirely 
confum'd it, with the Stores, &c. for feveral Men of War, 
which Accident has prevented their putting to Sea for a few 
Days.
